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When Paul said, “Let your women keep silence in the 
churches,” did he mean at all times or in business mat- 
ters only?—W.H.S., Brownfield, Texas. 


BIBLE STUDENTS are often puzzled over 
Paul’s meaning here (1 Corinthians 14:34), as well as in 
1 Timothy 2:12. Just what did the apostle forbid? The 
answer cannot be found without a careful reading of the 
book of Acts and Paul’s Epistles. Notice that he did not 
forbid a woman to speak in a worship service, but in the 
church. The word “church” was often used to refer to the 
administrative body of Christians, as when Paul address- 
es the Corinthian Epistle “unto the Church of God which 
is at Corinth.” That this did not include the entire wor- 
ship assembly is proved by the fact that he gave many 
instructions to the Church concerning the conduct of 
their worship assemblies. If a woman could not speak in 
a service of Christian worship, then she could not testify 
to the Lord’s saving power, the same as she could not 
teach or exhort. 

Women are mentioned prominently as teachers in the 
book of Acts. Aquila.and Priscilla, his wife, took Apollos 
aside and expounded unto him the way of God more per- 
fectly (Acts 18:26). Philip the evangelist had four daugh- 
ters which were prophetesses (Acts 21:9). These things 
are mentioned matter-of-factly in the Scriptures, as 
though nothing about them was irregular. ; 

What Paul objected to was a woman’s usurping author- 
ity over the man. The ban does not seem to be, after a 
more careful reading, upon a woman’s speaking the 
praises of the Lord and counseling others to accept Him, 
but upon the woman’s assuming authority and pre- 
eminence in her teaching, instead of remaining in sub- 
jection to the man. There is certainly nothing amiss 
with women who testify, exhort, teach Sunday School 
classes, and sacrifice to serve as missionaries. It is amiss 
for them to assume teaching authority over the man.

QUESTION: When Christ said, “What went ye out into 
the wilderness for to see? a reed shaken with the wind?”

THE WORD “REED” in Matthew 11:7 is 
kalamon in the Greek, which does not mean a sprig or 
branch, but “a stalk” or “a cane.” In the place where John 
baptized, these stalks grew in abundance. They were 
slender and frail, bending greatly under a vigorous wind 
and trembling under even a gentle wind. John was not 


an emotional or unstable stalk that bent and swayed un- - 


certainly, but: he was firm and staunch, whether the 
winds of his life blew fair or ill. There seems to be no 
reference to baptism whatsoever in this reference to John.

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Pentecostal Perils 


1. LIVING A NEGATIVE LIFE 


LTHOUGH THE PENTECOSTAL FAITH is posi- 
Ais from its inception to its fullest extension, 

there are strong tendencies in some quarters 
to live a negative life. For some unaccountable reason 
there are many Pentecostal people who adopt a perse- 
cution complex and assume a hangdog attitude. 

The Pentecostal faith will never be popular with the 
world, and we must not expect it. Neither were the early 
Christians popular with the world, but their message 
was always a positive, optimistic, challenging, cour- 
ageous declaration of vital substance. Opposition only 
gave them an opportunity to manifest true greatness, 
and unbelief challenged them to demonstrate the truth. 
They spent no time in pitying themselves, but rather 
pitied those who were not like themselves. They were 
often obscure and unappreciated, but never inferior. The 
lament that the Christian life is hard was never heard 
among them. 


BECAUSE the Pentecostal faith is solidly a 
holiness faith, we stand in peculiar danger of consider- 
ing the Christian way a way of hardness. It is a favorite 
device of the devil to persuade 
men that the Christian life 
is drab and austere, and to 
emphasize the sacrifices and 
abstinences required by a life 
of holiness. The Christian life is not hard—or Jesus was 
in error when He said, “My yoke is easy, and my burden 
is light,” Matthew 11:30. According to some, however, 
the Christian life is one of taboos instead of one of privi- 
leges. The testimonies of too many people are filled with 
declarations of things they do not instead of things they 
do. The Pentecostal life is not a life of not doing, but a 
life of doing. We make the way unnecessarily hard for 
ourselves, and distinctly objectionable to others, when 
we emphasize these things we must lay aside instead 
of the glories that are laid upon us. 

Everything that is prohibited to those who are spiritual 
has its counterpart in something that is bestowed in 
the Christian life. Nothing desirable or worth while is 
taken from us in the way of Christ, but so much is given 
that sin is crowded out. Let us beware lest our attitude 
that the Christian life is burdensome drive people away 
who are now at the threshold of Pentecostal faith. Do 
you recall the story of the burdened sinner who fled

‘ from the church when he heard a woman testify about 


the hardness of the Christian life? He was heard to say, 
“And I wanted religion because I thought I had trouble. 











Religion has given that woman so much trouble that it 
makes mine seem like nothing.” 


NEGATIVE LIVING creates many tragic 
circumstances, chief among which is the multiplication 
of itself. The consideration of our spirituality in terms 
of the things we do not erects 
from its own faulty reasoning 
a double standard of holiness. 
If spirituality can be meas- 
ured by the yardstick of the 
forbidden, then the measure of each man’s spirituality 
is determined by the number of things he does not. This 
negative logic forces the conclusion that the more a 
person does not do, the more spiritual he is. This is often 
a common belief and always leads to three greater faults: 
fanaticism, self-righteousness, and intolerance. When I 
was a young Christian, a friend of mine decided that 
abstaining from candy would make him more spiritual, 
and vowed never to eat it again. When he became proud 
of such “righteousness” he naturally became critical of 
all those who did not follow his step. Soon his self- 
imposed taboo made the Christian life seem too hard 
to him, and he fell by the wayside. 

By a double standard of spirituality I refer to the idea 
that young people cannot be as spiritual as old people. 
By basing spirituality on the things not done, many 
people are forced to the conclusion that God does not 
expect as much from young people as He does from their 
elders. This form of negativism—by it faulty double 
standard—creates a process of dry rot that will destroy 
the foundation of tomorrow’s church. Certainly young 
people can be as spiritual as their elders—they not only 
can be, but generally are. Evidently a similar error ex- 
isted in apostolic days, for Paul admonished the young 
Timothy to be such an example of the believers that 
no man would utter this heresy against him (1 Timothy 
4:12). By agreeing that young people cannot be—or are 
not—as spiritual as older people, we encourage them not 
to be and not to try to be. Thus our negative living and 
negative philosophy directly influences a generation 
other than our own. 


THERE IS NO 
DOUBLE-STANDARD 
OF SPIRITUALITY 


SOMETIME NEGATIVE LIVING comes in 
the form of agreement to slander. Occasionally someone 
will make a remark like this: “Sinners may call us Pente- 
costal people the scum of the 
earth, but praise the Lord, the 
scum always floats on top!” 
Such a remark, and the ac- 
quiescent attitude from which it stems, is a virtual ad- 
mission that sinners are correct in calling Christians 
scum. The fact that scum floats on top of the water 
proves nothing, for scum is scum even though it may

“THE SCUM FLOATS 
ON TOP”

Text: 1 Kings 22:19, “And he said, Hear thou therefore 
the word of the Lord: I saw the Lord sitting on his 
throne, and all the host of heaven standing by him on 
his right hand and on his left.” 


HE STORY that surrounds the text has to 
do with two kings, Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah and Ahab the king of Israel. These 
kings were trying to make up their minds 
as to whether or not to go to war against 

te the king of Syria and take Ramoth-gilead. 
ject the king of Judah pledged his strength to 
help Ahab fight the war against Syria. Before going to 
battle the four hundred false prophets were consulted, 
and each of them prophesied to tickle the ears of the 
kings, that they might have their favor. Is this not the 
same spirit that exists in the world today? and also in the 
lives of some preachers, who preach to please the people 
rather than to please the Lord? You will note that all of 
the four hundred prophets spake that which Ahab want- 
ed to hear. But for some reason Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah was not satisfied with their message and he had 
the nerve to ask, “Is there not here a prophet of the 
Lord?” It was then that Ahab said, “There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom we may inquire of 
the Lord: but I hate him; for he doth not prophesy good 
concerning me, but evil.” When Micaiah was brought be- 
fore the kings he had a different story to tell than what 
the four hundred false prophets had told, because he had 
seen the Lord. 

1. The Man Who Sees the Lord Can Best Understand 
the Mysteries of Life. 

We need not attempt to prove that life has its myster- 
ies. The Psalmist was not the only one who had been per- 
plexed by them. David tells us in Psalm 73 how he could 
not understand why the wicked prospered, etc., until he 
went into the house of the Lord. Many a good man’s faith 
has staggered under the burden of the mysteries of life. 
Micaiah was a man of like passion as ourselves. Surely it 
must have tried his righteous soul to see a godless king 
like Ahab upon a throne, and godless prophets basking 
in royal favor and high esteem, while he, who was true 
to his convictions, was shut up in a dungeon. But thanks 
be unto God, God’s presence can transform a dungeon to 
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a palace.: This dungeon became heaven’s anteroom for 
Micaiah. He said, “I saw the Lord.” Micaiah also under- 
stood the mysteries of divine government. Psalm 25:14, 
“The secret of the Lord is with them that fear him; and 
he will shew them his covenant.” God reveals Himself and 
the things He is going to do to His people. Genesis 18:17, 
“And the Lord said, Shall I hide from Abraham that 
thing which I do?” The world cannot understand the 
works of God’s Spirit, but he shows his Holy Ghost people 
things to come. Paul said, “If our gospel be hid, it is hid 
to them that are lost.” In Genesis 15 we see that Abram 
offered a sacrifice unto God, and the fowls came down to 
consume it. But he kept scaring them away until God 
came down and caused a deep sleep to come upon Abram. 
And God showed him how his seed would be afflicted in 
a strange land, and after four hundred years He would 
bring them out. This did not happen for many years, but 
it did come to pass. It was fulfilled when the children of 
Israel were in bondage to Pharaoh, and they were deliv- 
ered by the hand of Moses. 

The imprisoned prophet had seen the moving power, 
the unseen forces that had acted upon the four hundred 
prophets. He had heard the evil spirits obtain permission 
to lure Ahab to his ruin. He saw him about to believe a 
lie and be damned. There were four hundred prophets 
saying, “Yes, go on,” to one saying, “No.” This was a mis- 
erable minority, but truth is never in a minority. The man 
who has God on his side is always with the majority. 
One Moses in the courts of Pharaoh wins the victory; one 
Elijah against four hundred Baal prophets is in the ma- 
jority, because he is on truth side.

God sometimes calls his people to very unpleasant du- 
ties. The story was told of a ship which was at sea at 
night. A storm came on, and the ship was in peril. The 
people aboard were in danger, and a distress signal was 
sent out for help. An old seaman and a young man who 
was learning the sea received the call. The night was 
dark; the storm was raging. The old seaman began to 


make preparation to go the ship’s rescue, but the young a

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CONTEST 9 DEAS

N ORGANIZING for the Church-Wide Sunday 
School Contest, no doubt many of you are 
racking your brains trying to figure out angles 
to increase your attendance. In the following 
paragraphs I will endeavor to point out a few 
ideas that might be of assistance to you in 
preparing for the contest and to maintain interest and 
enthusiasm during the contest. 

In order to carry out a contest successfully, there must 
be enthusiasm among your staff of officials. It is always 
good to have a preparation banquet, sometimes called a 
“kick-off banquet,” and invite all of the teachers and of- 
ficials of the Sunday School to discuss the contest and 
to inject ideas and enthusiasm into the working staff. 
This banquet can also serve as a “pep meeting.” 

A church in Los Angeles, California, staged what they 
called a “streetcar singspiration.” Eighty of their young 
people went through the streets of Los Angeles on a 
chartered streetcar, singing the songs of Zion. The group 
sang “Christ Is the Answer,” “Sweeter as the Years Go 
By,” “He Lives,” etc., as the streetcar rolled through the 
city. There was a huge sign on the car labeled “Streetcar 
Salvation.” There were also other signs on the car that 
identified the church. 

Two reporters spent three hours with this group and, 
as a result, the Los Angeles Times gave nearly an entire 
page to publicize the “singspiration.” An idea like this 
would help to publicize the contest, provide activity for 
the young people, and, at the same time, send the mes- 
sage of Christ to those who would not hear it otherwise. 
Though it is a novel idea, it is ractical. Perhaps you 
could work this plan on a smaller scale, also. 

The Church of God in North Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
prepared small tags with the climaxing date of a contest 
printed on them. About two weeks before the climaxing 
day of the contest, all of the members of the Sunday 
School wore these tags wherever they went—to work, to 
school, and at play. As a result, people would inquire what 
the date meant. This gave the individual an opportunity 
to invite them to the Sunday School for the climaxing 
services of the contest. The goal for that day was 1,000. 
Consequently, the attendance reached the peak of 1,026. 











ANOTHER IDEA that has worked very suc- 
cessfully in several places is the appointing of acting sup- 
erintendents—one for each Sunday of the contest. These 
superintendents can be either ladies or men. Most of the 
time it is good to have an equal number of each. It is the 
duty of the acting superintendent to promote the Sunday 
School in a special way for his Sunday. This helps to cre- 
ate a competitive spirit among the scholars of the Sun- 
day School. Sometimes one of the acting superintendents 
will offer an award for the individual who is responsible 
for having the largest number present on his Sunday. 

Though the Sunday School, at large, is competing with 
other churches of like size, it is also beneficial to operate 
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interclass and interdepartmental contests within the 
school. There are many ideas which I am sure the teach- 
ers and departmental officials can work out for this plan. 

Since there are. many people who have no method of 
transportation to Sunday School, a transportation com- 
mittee can be organized to provide for their attendance. 
Where the church is financially able, some have rented 
buses and prepared a route for them to follow each Sun- 
day during the contest; while others have prepared a car 
caravan and picked up all of the scholars who would noti- 
fy the church office. 


LABEL ONE SUNDAY of the contest as “NO 
EXCUSE DAY.” On this day the chairman of the trans- 
portation committee will see that everyone who needs a 
ride will have transportation. Make an announcement on 
the previous Sunday that all one has to do is call the 
church office and request transportation. If you have a 
church broadcast, it would be well to make this an- 
nouncement, giving the church telephone number. You 
could also distribute pamphlets with the words “NO EX- 
CUSE DAY” printed in large letters, then giving the in- 
struction to call the church office if they need transpor- 
tation to Sunday School. Even arrange ambulance serv- 
ice for those who are sick and would like to come, so that. 
no one would have an excuse (of course, no one with a 
contagious disease should come). 

To maintain enthusiasm during the contest, a Sunday 
School parade can be very profitable. Make a float out of 
a large truck and prepare it so that a number of singers 
can ride. Have a number of decorated automobiles follow- 
ing the float, with signs advertising the contest. In one 
parade a little Crosley was the very last car, and it was 
covered with signs bearing the inscription “Hey, kids, we 
have a place in our Sunday School for you, too.” This was 
very attracting to the youngsters of the neighborhood. 
The singers on the float will attract the people through- 
out the neighborhood, and periodically one can announce 
the Sunday School contest and extend an invitation to all 
who are listening. 





REVIVAL 


Says Dr. Torrey, “I can give a prescription that will 
bring a revival to any church or community or any city 
on earth. It is as follows: 

First, let a few Christians get the prime essential! If 
this is not done, the rest, I say, will come to nothing. 

Second, let them bind themselves together to pray for 
revival until God opens the heavens and comes down. 

Third, let them put themselves at the disposal of God, 
for Him to use as He sees fit in winning others to Christ. 

That is all! I have given this prescription around the 
world. It has been taken by many churches and commun- 
ities and never has failed to bring revival.—Selected. 
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1 Corinthians was written by Paul in A.D. 59, in the city 
of Ephesus (Acts 20:31). 


N OUR STUDY of scripture it is always im- 
portant that we should consider the setting 
of the particular passage we have under 
consideration. Applying this principle to the 
thirteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians, we find 
that it follows the apostle’s rebuke of various evils found 
among the Corinthians. The Corinthians were rebuked 
for sectarianism, careless walk, indifference to the mis- 
conduct of their fellow believers and tolerance of evil, 
going before heathen judges to settle disputes, self- 
centered practice of Christian liberty, and the perversion 
of the Lord’s Supper. They were self-inflated, self- 
confident, and self-conceited, and for this reason they 
were guilty of many carnal evils. In their worldly, self- 
seeking, and ambitious spirit, the Corinthians abused the 
use of spiritual gifts, for which reason the apostle ex- 
horts, “But covet earnestly the best gifts: and yet shew 
I unto you a more excellent way.” This more excellent 
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way is the way of charity (love). The “Church of God” 
at Corinth was in a sad spiritual condition. It seems the 
people had the mistaken idea that since they were saved 
by the grace of God it did not matter how they lived 
afterward. Paul shows them in our present lesson the 
high level or plane on which Christians should live, which 
is the way of Christian charity (love). 

The value of love. 1 Corinthians 13:1-3. Sometimes 
value, just like size, is best expressed by comparisons. 
Thus the inspired apostle sets forth the great value of 
love. He says it is better than eloquence, better than 
speaking with the tongues of men and of angels. Friendly, 
encouraging words spoken in a kindly way have a certain 
value. They can be very helpful to one who is downcast 
and discouraged. But it is possible to speak such words as 
a matter of duty or of expediency and without love. Or, 
it may be that the apostle had in mind the gift of tongues 
which he had just described (1 Corinthians 12:28-31), 
and about which he had still quite a lot to say. If that be 
the case (and I’m sure it was), he shows that it is pos- 
sible to appear to be very deeply spiritual and yet lack 
the essential and necessary quality of true Christian 
love. Words of eloquence without charity (love) are noth- 
ing more than some of the gifts God bestows on His chil- 
dren, such as. prophecy, knowledge, and faith (1 Corin- 
thians 13:2). Prophecy here seems to refer to the pro- 
claiming of God’s message. It is the means He uses of 
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bringing men to faith in the Lord Jesus Christ (Romans 
10:17). It is of such great value that we should earnestly 
covet it (1 Corinthians 14:39). But, don’t you know that 
it is possible to preach without love? It is a wonderf 
gift to have the ability to understand the mysteries o 
God, or the gift of faith which makes possible the work- 
ing of miracles. Then, too, it is much better than the 
deeds of benevolence or heroic martyrdom (1 Corinthians 
13:3). We should by all means give to the poor, and every 
believer ought to be loyal to the faith even if it lends to 
a martyr’s death. But remember, dear Christian friend, 
that it is possible to contribute to all kinds of worthy, 
welfare projects from a sense of duty, or for the sake of 
appearance. Listen, it is even possible to die as a martyr 
for a great cause without “divine” love (charity), and in 
such cases there is no profit to the martyr, not any what- 
soever. Love is worth infinitely more. 


LET ME DISCUSS, or rather let me tell you 
something of the “behavior or love.” What then is the 
“true” behavior of love? Paul describes it from the nega- 
tive and also from the positive aspect. It often helps to 
understand a thing better if we know what it is not, or 
what it will not do. Thus it is with love. 

First, we have a “triad” of negative “qualities”: it is not 
impatient, but kind; it is not envious, for its very nature 
desires the well-being of others; it is not proud or boast- 
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ful, but remains humble. It has no ill feeling when others 
have better talents or receive more honors or greater 
riches. Neither does it engage in doing good to gain ap- 
plause or admiration. Also, we have a group of negatives 
“activities”: It is not rude or discourteous, as one may 
sometimes become in his or her zeal for the truth. It is 
not selfish, for it seeks the good of others. It is not ir- 
ritable and does not give in to unholy anger and passion. 
It is not resentful; it does not challenge or impugn evil 
motives, but makes allowances for the faults of others. It 
does not think evil of others. It takes no pleasure in evil. 
It does not rejoice when injustice has been committed 
and, like Paul of old, is never glad when others go wrong. 
These, my fellow comrades, are high and glorious stand- 
ards. Are we living up to them? The Greek philosopher, 
Aristotle, said it was against every inclination of nature 
to love without being loved in return. There are also some 
positive qualities telling us what love does. Here a group 
of four of love’s activities greets our eye. It bears and en- 
dures silently and does not let the world know anything 
about. its distress. It believes all things. This does not 
mean that love is necessarily credulous and easy to de- 
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ceive, but it will always seek to believe the best and not 
the worst of what it hears. It is always hopeful, and that 
because it always invariably believes the best. Even 
hen others have despaired, love still looks for some- 
thing good from the one upon whom it is fixed. It endures 
all things. It is willing to bear persecution in a patient 
and loving spirit, and not for the sake of making an im- 
pression upon others. Now, how are we measuring up by 
this standard? 

In this great treatise and literary masterpiece known 
as 1 Corinthians 13, Paul has emphasized, first of all, 
the qualities which cannot substitute love. Love is deeply 
optimistic; love does not permit adversity to cloud its 
hopes; it is not suspicious, although love has a keen sense 
of discernment. Love looks forward; there is no room for 
pessimism in the believer’s love. As one runs down the 
list of those things which love contributes to one’s char- 
acter such as we have already seen, one might say, “I am 
sometimes optimistic, unselfish, kind, charitable,” etc., 
and yet, as we think in terms of the love of God, we must 
realize that this love can constantly cause these verities 
or qualities of character to be enduring within us. These 
are not the experiences of a day, not victories of a week, 
but this love can constantly impart to us the qualities of 
Christian character as outlined in these precious verses 
of the Word. The hour will soon dawn when faith will 
become sight and hope will turn to realization, but love is 
eternal. Love never passes away, for God is love. God is 
love, and because it is so, love is eternal, and when all 
other things have passed into nothingness or oblivion, 
love will remain. 

Durability of love. “Love never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away.” Love will always have its place and 
never be out of use; therefore, it will exist throughout all 
eternity. Prophecies will be done away, because they will 
all be fulfilled, and the time of the consummation of the 
purpose of God will come at the return of Christ. Prophe- 
cy and prophets both belong to the age and dispensation 
of incompleteness. When all perfections have been 
reached, the goal of God concerning redemption is 
reached, and so there is no more need for prophets or 
prophecy. Here sin is found and nations speaking dif- 
ferent languages are living, and so the gospel must be 
preached or proclaimed to the ends of the earth in the 
languages of the different nationalities. When perfections 
shall have been reached, languages shall cease, and then 
one language will suffice. The knowledge we now possess 
is that gained by learning, by arguing, by inferring and 
putting things together. It, too, “shall be done away” 
when the time for the more perfect knowledge has come. 
Some of my readers, perhaps, shall be tempted to dispute 
some of my message, but it is the “truth” anyway. “We 
know only in part, and we prophesy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought as a child; but 
when I became a man, I put away childish things. For 
now we see through a glass, darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then shall I know even as also I 
am known.” At the very best, we now know and prophesy 
only partially and imperfectly. In our present state these 
things are narrow and limited, even in their greatest 
degree. In our present state we are also still in our im- 
maturity. The future, however, holds a brighter prospect. 
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Some day the state of perfections will be realized. What 
are the different Biblical perfections? These are, namely: 
(1) Christian, (2) knowledge, (3) resurrection, (4) an- 
gelic, (5) Edenic. The state of perfection is the state of 
maturity, the time of full likeness to Jesus Christ. Ephe- 
sians 4:11-13; 1 John 3:2. Resurrection perfection will be 
a glorious reality, which will be experienced at the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ for His own. 1 Thessalonians 
4:16-18. 


PAUL, in his writing to the Colossians, tells 
them that “love” is the “Bond of perfectness,’”’ Colossians 
3:14. It is free from the eyil of jealousy. It does not fret 
at the success, prosperity, influence, exaltation, and good 
of others. It does not begrudge the success of another 
and grieve at his advancement and prosperity. It is free 
from suspicion and evil imagination. It respects superiors; 
is courteous, kind, and considerate to inferiors. It does 
not seek its own advancement, honor, pleasure and well- 
being at the expense and disregard of others (Philippians 
2:3-5, 21; 1 John 3:16, 17). God’s love is “perfect”; it casts 
out fear. 

When our state of perfection is fully reached (as it will 
be one day) that which is now partial and fragmentary 
“shall be done away”; it will be eclipsed by that which is

perfect, as the stars are eclipsed by the rising of the 
morning sun (Revelation 21:2, 23). 

When the Lord Jesus comes again we shall see Him as 
He is and shall be like Him; then the time of maturity 
and perfection (resurrection) will have come, and we 
shall know things as the Lord knows us (1 John 3:2; 
1 Corinthians 8:3). 

I say again the most interesting lesson in all the Bible 
is found in the thirteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians. All 
our lives we have lived in a world teeming with hatred 
and envying and jealousy. The most alarming part of the 
story is that folks who are supposed to be children of God 
are not free from envy, hatred, and jealousy. In spite 
of the fact that I see so much of human nature day 
after day, I keep on talking about the God who loves 
with an everlasting love and who wants to fill us with a 
love which cannot be killed. Mark it well, human love is 
good as far as it goes, but it can be killed. 

What surprises me is that folks can say and quote the 
twenty-third Psalm word for word, but are utterly lost in 
the thirteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians. They recite about 
the good green pastures and the still waters, but do not 
know that love thinketh no evil and rejoiceth not in iniq- 
uity. If it is the last thing I do before I finish my minis- 
try, I am going to encourage boys and girls, and men and 
women, too, who will listen to me, not only to become © 
familiar with these marvelous words in the thirteenth 
chapter beginning with “(Love) suffereth long, and is 
kind,” and ending “(Love) never faileth,” but to recite 
them on every occasion as something they want more 
than anything else in the world. Could it be possible that 
we do not understand these simple words? Have you nev- 
er been puffed up with pride? Have vou never seen folks

experience which has suggested the title of this 

chapter. His congregation persistently refused to 
accept his message. He wanted to lead his flock into the 
green pastures and beside the still waters, but they were 
unwilling to be led. His choir, with their ungodly prac- 
tices, brought things to a crisis. 

The position had become so unbearable that he invited 
the choir to resign, for he felt like one of old, whenever 
he attempted to preach, that “Satan stood at his right 
hand to resist him.” The choir not only resigned, but per- 
suaded the congregation to desist from taking any part 
in the singing. 

The result was that whatever singing was done had to 
be done by the preacher, the choir and congregation re- 
joicing in his discomfiture, and refusing to join. This 
state of things continued for some time, and, quite nat- 
urally, my friend was greatly dejected and perplexed at 
the turn events had taken. He was at his wits’ end when 
God spoke to him. He was sitting, one day, on a seat in a 
park when he saw before him on the ground part of a 
torn newspaper. That torn paper had a message for him 
that exactly suited his need. It was this: 

“No man is ever fully accepted until he has, first of 
all, been utterly rejected.” 

He needed nothing more. He had been utterly rejected, 
and his recognition of the fact was the beginning of a 
most fruitful ministry in another sphere which contin- 
ues to this day, and proves how fully he had been ac- 
cepted by God though so utterly rejected by man. 

It was so with Dr. A. B. Simpson, of New York, the 
founder of the Christian and Missionary Alliance. 

This is how Dr. Simpson himself describes the second 
of these crises: “I look back with unutterable gratitude 
to the lonely and sorrowful night when, mistaken in 
many things and imperfect in all, and not knowing but 
that it would be death in the most literal sense before the 
morning light, my heart’s first full consecration was 
made, and with unreserved surrender I first could say: 

Jesus, I my cross have taken, 

All to leave and follow Thee; 
Destitute, despised, forsaken 

Thou, from hence, my all shalt be. 

“Never, perhaps, has my heart known quite such a 
thrill of joy as when the following Sabbath morning I 
gave out those lines and sung them with all my heart.” 


-DR. SIMPSON had to learn later, when in 
* response to the call of God he resigned his pastorate, 
what it really meant to be “destitute, despised, forsaken.” 
“He surrendered a (then) lucrative salary of $5,000, a 
position as a leading pastor in the greatest American city, 
and all claim upon his denomination for assistance in a 
yet untried work. He was in a great city with no follow- 
ing, no organization, no financial resources, with a large 
family dependent upon him, and with his most intimate 
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ministerial friends and former associates predicting fail- 
ure.” So completely was he misunderstood, even by those 
from whom he expected sympathy, that he once said he 
often looked down upon the paving stones in the streets 
for the sympathy that was denied him elsewhere. 

The rugged path of utter rejection was trodden not 
only uncomplainingly, but with rejoicing. He knew that 
though he was brought into the net, and was going 
through fire and water, it was the divinely appointed way 
to the wealthy place. 

He reached the wealthy place at last; and, in a sense, 
beyond his wildest dreams, he found himself fully ac- 
cepted by God. There were only seven persons at the 
first service he held when he began his great work in 
the city of New York, but the building soon proved too 
small for the crowds who drank in the message of the 
Fourfold Gospel from his lips. 

Think of his monument! Schools for the training of 
missionaries; missionaries and native evangelists in many 
lands; not a few heroic pioneers occupying strategic posi- 
tions in the most distant missionary outposts; a prolific 
and anointed pen, always pouring forth heartsearching 
sermons; the creation of the highest type of literature, 
“whereby he being dead yet speaketh”; and, best of all, 
the multitude who greeted him, and will yet greet him, 
on the other shore, turned from sin to righteousness 
through his instrumentality. 

What an illustration of the pathway of rejection! 
Scores of illustrations of this great principle might be 
given, beginning with Christ, the most illustrious. “He was 
despised and rejected of men.” 

It is the way the Master went; 
‘ Should not the servant tread it still? 


THE STORY of John Tauler, who, in the 
fourteenth century, was recognized as the greatest 
preacher of his age, is full of instruction. It was in 1331 
that Tauler passed through the great crisis of his life. 
Had he not known what it was to be utterly rejected, and 
had he not been willing to drink the cup of humiliation 
and shame to its last bitter dregs, he would never have 
known what it was to be fully accepted. The journal of 
those days is available, having been preserved by one of 
that select band known as “The Friends of God.” 

Tauler had announced that he would preach on the 
highest degree of perfection attainable in this life. The 
chapel of the famous Strasburg Cathedral was crowded 
‘ong before the time of service, for multitudes hung upon 
the lips of Dr. John Tauler. He preached on the necessity 
of dying utterly to the world, and to our own will, and of 
being yielded, what he described as “dyingwise,” into the 
hands of God. 

While he discoursed eloquently along these lines, there 
was one man in the congregation who knew that the 
preacher had but an imperfect personal knowledge of the 
truths on which he dwelt, and that John Tauler was far 
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from dead. This man was Nicholas of Basle, an eminent 
“Friend of God,’ well known in the Bernese Oberland as 
a saint of God possessed of profound spiritual insight and 
knowledge. 

As he listened, he said: “The Master is a very loving, 
gentle, good-hearted man, but despite his understanding 
of the Scriptures, he is ignorant of the deep things of 
God.” After hearing Tauler preach six times, Nicholas 
sought an interview with the preacher. 

“Master Tauler,” he said, “you must die!” “Die,” said 
the popular Strasburg preacher, “what do you mean?” 
The next day Nicholas came again and said: “John 
Tauler, you must die to live.” “What do you mean?” said 
Tauler. “Get alone with God,” said Nicholas; “leave your 
crowded church, your admiring congregation, your hold 
on this city. Go aside to your cell, be alone, and you will 
see what I mean.” His plain speaking at first offended 
Tauler, and his resentment only proved how accurate was 
the diagnosis at which Nicholas had arrived. 

Tauler was a long time coming to the end of himself, 
but in Nicholas he had a loving and patient teacher. The 
process of “breaking” was slow and painful, but when 
God is working for eternity, He takes no account of time, 
nor does He spare His servants any humiliation or suf- 
fering if only they may be made vessels broken and 
empty, “for the Master’s use made meet.” 

Tauler felt himself obliged to obey the advice of his 
friend. He left his church, fled from popularity, was ac- 
counted crazy by his friends, and, alone with God, fought 
the greatest of all battles, the battle with that hydra- 
headed monster Self. 

Assaulted by Satan, despairing of his own heart, over- 
come with weakness of body, broken-hearted on account 
of his sins, his wasted time, and lost opportunities, he lay 
in his room weak and stricken down with sorrow. Then 
John Tauler died, and he heard a voice speaking to him 
and saying: “Trust in God and be at peace, and know 
that when He was on earth as a man, He made the sick 
whom He healed in body, sound also in soul.” 

Then John Tauler rose from the dead. When he came 
to himself, after not knowing how or where he was, he 
was filled with a new strength and might in all his being, 
and the things which for a time were dark to him were 
now bright and clear. The pathway of dying to his repu- 
tation, his strength, his wisdom, his zeal and eloquence, 
had been a long and painful line. He had been treading 
the rugged road of complete self-abnegation for two 
whole years, while everyone who knew him wondered 
what had become of him, and what: was the reason of his 
long silence. 

Tauler sent for Nicholas, who said when he learned of 
his friend’s experiences: “Now thou art a partaker of the 
grace of God. Now thou wilt understand the Scriptures, 
and be able to show thy fellow Christians the way to 
eternal life. Now one of thy sermons will bring more fruit 
than a hundred aforetime.” 
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O God, unblessing and unblest, 
A withered plant, but not at rest, 
A useless cumberer I’m found 


Thy field, Thy purchased 
ground; 
And yet I pray—“Do not forsake me, 
But in Thy hand, O Jesus, TAKE ME— 
As women take unbroken flaz, 
As molders take unshapen waz, 
As smith, the iron, rough and cold, 
A useful instrument to mold, 
So in Thy skillful hands, oh TAKE ME 
And never let Thy love forsake me.”

shall never be able to return to shore.” The old seaman 
replied, “It is not our duty to return, but it is our duty to 
go.” How many times in the life of the God-called minis- 
ter he is confronted with things in his ministry that he 
doesn’t love to do, but because of duty and his love for 
the Church he answers the call. It is not always pleasant 
to preach against sin in high places, but Paul said, “Woe 
is me if I preach not the gospel.” Nathan the prophet of 
God was faced with this duty. He looked David the king 
in the eyes, and said, “Thou art the man.” John the Bap- 
tist preached to Herod, saying, “It is not lawful for you to 
have your brother Philip’s wife.’”’ And here Micaiah tells 
Ahab that he will never return from the battle he is so 
anxious to wage. Why? Because these men had seen the 
Lord, and, because of their duty as God’s man, they refuse 
to compromise. 

Sight of the Lord is essential to the possession of quali- 
fications necessary for God’s work. The man who has 
never seen the Lord is not the man for church work. 
Colleges cannot give this qualification. They serve as 
wonderful helps, but it takes an experience with God to 
get the job done. Moses was taught in all the wisdom of 
Egypt, but when he tried to deliver his people from the 
yoke of Pharaoh, he failed. Why? Because he was not as 
yet prepared for the job. But one day, as Moses was lead- 
ing his father-in-law’s flock back of the field, he saw the 
Lord in the burning bush, and ten minutes beside that 
burning bush was more useful in preparing Moses for his 
work than all the years he had spent acquiring the wis- 
dom of the Egyptians. It took the great teacher Gamaliel 
years to train young Saul to be a persecutor of the 
Church of God. It didn’t take Christ five minutes, as he 
journeyed on the road to Damascus, to change him into a 
devoted apostle. From that hour he looked not at the 
things that are seen but the things which are not seen. 

Sight of the Lord will cause men to regard worldly in- 
terests and personal comforts as secondary matters. The 
officer led Micaiah forth to appear before Ahab, and in- 
structed him what to say. “Behold now, the words of the 
prophets declare good unto the king with one mouth; let 
thy words, I pray thee, be like the words of one of them, 
and speak that which is good.” And Micaiah said, “As the 
Lord liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, that will I 
speak.” All Micaiah would have had to do was to speak 
words that would please the king, and his rags would 
have been exchanged for purple and fine linen; from a 
dungeon cell he would have been taken to a court; from 
famine he would have arisen to plenty, and from degra- 
dation to position and fame. But he had seen the Lord, 
and he refused to be bribed. His answer to the officer 
was, “What the Lord saith unto me, that will I speak.” 

3. The Man Who Sees the Lord Can Best Endure Life’s 
Sufferings. 

The prison house is no longer a prison if God is there. 
The three Hebrew children in the furnace of fire were 
loosed from their bonds and waiked about in the fire feel- 
ing no hurt. Why? They saw the Lord. It was when Paul 
had been beaten so badly they thought he was dead that 
he did not know whether he was in the body or out of the 
body and was caught up into the third heaven, hearing 
things that were not lawful to utter. It was when Paul 
and Silas had been beaten with many stripes by an angry 
mob, with their swollen limbs in the stocks, that at mid- 
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night they sang, and the prisoners heard them. Such 
sounds had never been heard in this prison before. Other 
prisoners who had entered the prison before came in 
cursing and fighting. But here were two men entering 
with joyous Christian songs on their lips. That inner cell 
was dark, so dark that the bars in the old prison could 
not be seen, but in all of that darkness of prison night 
they saw the Lord and began to sing at midnight. Friend, 
in your midnight of afflictions and disappointment, God 
can give you a song. Job 35:10, “But none saith, Where is 
God my maker, who giveth songs in the night.” It has 
been said that every cloud has a silver lining, and, if 
saints would turn their clouds inside out, the world would 
see their silver lining. 

We see another scene—a wild, excited mob dragging a 
prisoner along to execution. They cannot hold their in- 
sults and cruelty until they reach the spot where the 
blood scene is to be enacted, so, as they drag, they beat 
and stone him. Notice his face, how calm and bright! 
When they reach the place, Stephen stands until the 
stones bring him to his knees. The blood flows from his 
head, running down in his eyes and over his face. But 
those looking on say, “His face shines like an angel.” As 
he looks up into heaven, his eyes open and he sees the 
Lord and falls asleep. “If we suffer with him, we shall al- 
so reign with him.”

who vaunted themselves, or, in everyday language, were 
boasters? It is very common in the most wonderful coun- 
try in the world, and it is not confined to the big cities. 
I shall never forget what one visitor said to me in one 
of my preaching services 37 years ago last November, “I 
heard that your church was a church brim full of the love 
of God, and I have found it so.” Here then is the thing 
which distinguishes and differentiates it from all other 
organizations of the world. All of us can be filled with the 
love of God, which can not be killed, and, thank God, 
many of us are. These are the folks who shine, not only 
in their own homes and in their societies, but everywhere. 
We see that this love which is so beautifully described 
in our scripture lesson is a plant that can “grow” only in 
Biblical, evangelical soil. It may be imitated or substituted 
for a time as all Christian graces are, but in the end the 
spurious or counterfeit will become apparent. “For by one 
spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether we be 
Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; and have 
been all made to drink into one Spirit,” 1 Corinthians 
12:13. That is the glorious inheritance of every Spirit- 
filled believer. He may not have much of this world’s 
goods, or learning, or social position, but he has Jesus 
Christ and the love of God as a spontaneous power going 
out of his heart to bless some others in the world. Chris- 
tian love is called a fruit by the apostle, and rightly so. 


A FRUIT is a result of growth. There is life, 
first, then assimilation. Growth, maturity, and fruit fol- 
low as a natural result. Many elements enter into the 
production of fruit. There is the soil, the seed, the sun- 
shine, the rain, and the air. So it is with love as a fruit 
of the Spirit and as an expression of Christian love. It 
comes to perfection by a process of assimilation. It is like 
the full corn in the ear—it is preceded by the seed, the 
blade, and the ear (Mark 4:28). It is not all-sufficient 
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for us to be able to render glib testimonies and talk free- 
ly of our joys in the Christian life. There must be the love 
of Christ pouring out of our hearts if these lost souls are 
7 ¢ to find their way to heaven. When love reigns in our 
hearts, it will not always be necessary for us to tell people 
that we love them. They will see it and sense it in our 
voices. To truly love anyone is impossible apart from Je- 
sus Christ and the Holy Ghost. Our love to others, to be 
“true” love, must be flowing forth of the spring, or as the 
fruit on the tree is the manifestation of its life and sap. 
If we do not have the love of God, the greatest gifts we 
may possess and exercise are but empty and soulless, and 
the greatest ministry we can perform is mere empty per- 
formance. Gifts may be exercised for the sake of display 
and ostentation. They may be exercised in order to ap- 
pear great and brilliant in the eyes of men and to be ap- 
plauded, honored, and admired.And so the apostle 
stresses the fact that apart from “love,” prophecy, knowl- 
edge, faith, and almsgiving are not what they appear to 
be, but are an empty show and pretension. 
1 I could keep on saying many good things about love, 
but I must bring my message to a close. Meanwhile, let 
us keep on hoping. If we have no hope, we are of all men 
most miserable (pitiable). It is our hope in Jesus Christ 
that raises our preaching and our faith from the level 
hypothesis and dreams, and makes them active, vital, 
and operative. The hope of the Church of God is not for 
a better world, but for a new world. The hope of the be- 
liever is not the abolition of crime and dishonest politics, 
but the coming back of the King of Kings and the Lord 
of Lords to rule the world in equity and justice. There is 
no basis of hope in this world. Only a blind, bigoted fool 
would say it is improving. Great men of the world fear 
| the dawn of one other day may be heralded by the sear- 





ing flash of the hydrogen or atomic bombs and the de- 
struction of our civilization. 
Men of science and wise in the ways of the world paint 
a picture extremely pessimistic. Economically the outlook 
is no better. Rising prices and increasing inflation point 
to the time predicted in the book of Revelation, when a 
man’s daily wage will buy only one meal for himself. The 
moral picture is even darker. Divorce, lust, crime, spiritu- 
al neglect, outbursts of fanatical religious persecution, 
social strife—all these things are not indicative of a bet- 
; ter world or a better age. Only God’s people have a hope 
that “maketh not ashamed.” The apostle stresses the nec- 
essity of this grace above all others. Men may be eloquent 
in a surprising degree; they may have the tongues of 
angels and may be able to charm and please, but what 
avails it if they have not love? “And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three; but the greatest of these is 
charity.”

stead of a sermon, Tauler began to weep; his sobs became 
quite audible in the stillness of the cathedral. At last the 
people grew restless and impatient, and a man spoke out 
of the crowd and said: “Sir, how long are we to stand 
here? It is getting late; if you do not mean to preach, let 

us go home!” 
“O my Lord,” entreated the broken-hearted preacher, 
‘if it be Thy divine will, take this weeping from my eyes, 
* and give me to deliver this sermon to Thy praise and 
glory. But if not, I take it as a sign that Thou judgest I 
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have not yet been enough put to shame. Now fulfill, dear 
Lord, Thy divine will to me, Thy poor creature.” But he 
only wept yet more and more. 

Then he said to the amazed congregation: “Dear chil- 
dren, I am sorry from my heart that I have kept you 
here so:'long for I cannot speak a word today for weeping; 
pray God for me, that He may help me, and then I will 
make amends to you, if God give me grace, another time, 
as soon as ever I am able.” 

Try and picture that scene! The silent, weeping 
preacher; the great expectant crowd come together to 
hear, and going away to scoff, for the people said: “Now 
we see that he has become a downright fool”—Tauler 
going away from the empty church brokenhearted and 
humiliated, and creeping back to his friends in the mon- 
astery feeling that he had failed so utterly that he would 
become a laughing stock to the whole city, when the 
story of his futile attempt to preach was known. 

His own brethren forbade him to preach any more, 
because they said he had disgraced the order with the 
senseless practices which he had taken up, and which 
had disordered his brain. 

“Be of good cheer, dear Master,” said Nicholas, when he 
arrived from Basle, “your good Friend has doubtlessly 
perceived some specks of pride in you that you have not 
detected, and therefore it is that you have been put to 
shame. Do not despise this cross, but count it as a great 
blessing and favor from God.” 

Nicholas further counseled Tauler to be silent before 
God for five more days, and then ask permission to give 
a lecture to the monks. Permission was given, and Tauler 
gave them such a lecture as they had never heard in 
their lives. They were so deeply stirred by it that they 
gave him permission to preach in public once more. 

So it came to pass that three weeks after his failure he 
preached again. His text was “Behold, the bridegroom 
cometh; go ye out to meet him.” In a kind of parable, 
strange and beautiful, he told the congregation of the 
struggles and conflicts through which he had passed, and 
of the deep peace into which he had entered. 

In the words which he put into the mouth of the bride 
we recognize the cry of his own soul: “Dear Lord and 
Bridegroom, I here vow and promise to Thee that all that 
You will I also will. Come sickness, come health, come 
pleasure or pain, sweet or bitter, cold or heat, whatever 
You will do I also will. I desire altogether to come out 
from my own will, and to yield a whole and willing obedi- 
ence unto Thee; only let Thy will be accomplished in me, 
Thy poor unworthy creature in time and in eternity.” 

Such was the power of the sermon that as he spoke 
the people fell down as if dead, and Tauler, for fear of 
further consequences, had to bring his sermon to an 
abrupt conclusion. 

He had trodden the pathway of utter rejection by men. 
He was now to tread the blessed road of full acceptance 
by God. His sermons, though hard to obtain second-hand, 
are still eagerly read by those who desire God’s best; and 
all who read them understand more fully the Master’s 
words: “Except a corn of wheat fall into the ground and 
die it abideth alone: but if it die it bringeth forth much 
fruit.”

fly through the air. Contrary to being the filth of the 
earth, we are washed, sanctified, and justified by the 
Spirit of our Lord ( 1 Corinthians 6:11), and have cleansed 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and of the 
spirit (2 Corinthians 7:1), and are perfecting holiness 
in the fear of God. Negative acquiescence to Satan’s 
slander of holiness will drive men away instead of at- 
tracting them. 


PERHAPS THE MOST PERILOUS negative 
tendency ever known to Christian people is that of liv- 
ing in the memory of the past instead of the faith for 
the future. By no means is this 
peril exclusive to Pentecostal 
people, but we are beset by a 
peculiar form of it. Until re- 
cently it was believed by some that the day of revivals 
was past. Toward the end of the last decade God has won- 
derfully wrought in the hearts of His people until revival 
has become a reality everywhere. Now some are in 
danger of lamenting the past until they cannot enjoy 
the present and care little for the future. 

Of course, the greatest peril lies in living in the glory 
of the past. The church that no longer is vibrant with 
the present and expectant for the future is a decadent 
and useless church. The worship of some is a worship of

the past and the past is too hallowed to be compared 
with the present. In this light, tradition becomes a god 
and progressives are labeled modernists. 

Pentecost has had a glorious past and a history for 
which we can be justly proud. We must remember, how- 
ever, that the past was made to be an encouragement 
for the future and not a memory to be lived in. Our 
past experiences become mountain peaks when we use 
them to chart our future course, but they become quag- 
mires and bogs when we attempt to homestead in them. 

In his book “Faith Is Power—For You,” Dr. Daniel 
A. Poling tells how E. Francis Hyde, President of the 
American Bible Society, refused to live in the past: “He 
had his memories, but he did not live in them. They 
traveled with him, but always his face was front and 
he was on the march.” So it must be with us in the 
Pentecostal ranks or we will become a dessicant and hide- 
bound church with ritual and tradition as our corner- 
stones instead of the Spirit and the Word. 

Relatively speaking, the latter day Pentecostal faith 
is young, and the days of our greatest ministry are be- 
fore us. Still, tragically, there is a danger of worshiping 
the past if our love for it is greater than our faith in 
the present and our hope for the future; we must learn 
to appreciate and take advantage of the present while 
we are living it, instead of waiting until years afterward. 
There is an ironic danger that we Pentecostal people 
could settle into a negative way of life, when we bear 
the most positive gospel the world has ever known,

This means the 
week between the last Sunday of 
ers and the first Sunday in 
October is a logical time for the 
church to emphasize to the nation 
and to the community the place and 
the importance of the Sunday School. 
In all probability this week at the end 
of September will be set aside year 
after year as “National Sunday School 
Week.” The suggested theme for the 
week this year is “Building the 
Church bre the Sunday School.” 
The National Sunday School Associa- 
tion has prepared a pamphlet listing 
materials and various ideas, as well as 
other agencies, with materials to help 
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celebrate National Sunday School 
Week. These may be secured by writ- 
ing to the National Sunday School As- 
sociation, 542 South Dearborn Street, 
Chicago 5, Illinois. 

The National Sunday. School Associ- 
ation suggests that the first Sunday, 
September 27, be observed as Promo- 
tion Day, with fitting exercises honor- 
ing those going into new departments.

JERUSALEM NOW FULL-FLEDGED 
ISRAEL CAPITAL 

JERUSALEM (EP) The Foreign of- 
fice, which, owing to lack of accom- 
modations in Jerusalem, was the last 
ministry left over in temporary quar- 
ters in Tel Aviv, was transferred this 
week to its permanent headquarters 
in Jerusalem. A liaison office, headed 
by the Deputy Chief of Protocol, was 
set up in Tel Aviv for contacts with 
foreign legations. As suitable accom- 
modations became available after the 
siege of the city was lifted in 1948, 
the Government gradually established 
its headquarters in Jerusalem. The 
first central institution of the State 
of Israel to be set up in “The City of 


and the election of Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann as the first President of the 
State on February 16, 1949, took place 
in Jerusalem. However, for several 
months, owing to the lack of accom- 
modations, the Knesset was compelled 
to hold its sessions in Tel Aviv. It re- 
turned to Jerusalem at the end of the 
year. On January 23, 1950, the Knes- 
set declared that Jerusalem had re- 
sumed its status as the capital of the 
State, with the proclamation of Is- 
rael’s Independence on May 14, 1948. 
During 1949 and 1950, almost all of 
the ministries, including the Prime 
Minister’s office, were transferred to 
Jerusalem. Since the election of Mr. 
Yitzhak Ben-Zvi as President of the 
State of Israel on December 8, 1952, 
the official, as well as the private, 
residence of the head of the State has 
been in Jerusalem. 

The process of setting up the cen- 
tral Government in Jerusalem has 
now been completed with the transfer 
Affairs, to its permanent quarters, in 
accordance with Government de- 
cisions announced on January 30, 
1951, and May 4, 1952. On the latter 
date the Israel Government an- 
nounced that the Foreign Ministry 
would be moved to Jerusalem as soon 
as accommodations, then under con- 
struction for the Ministry and its 
staff, were completed. The accommo- 
dations are now ready and the For- 
eign Ministry was accordingly trans- 
ferred to the capital on July 12.
